WOMEN'S FIGHT FOR
CLEAN BREAD LACKS
THE LAW'S BACKING

State Department Rules It
Cannot Enforce Compul-
sory Wrapping of Food
Asked for by Local Asso-

ciations of Workers.

The eftorta aof hundredes of wamen In
Pennsylvanin and particularly in Phila-
delphin to compel food denlers to be
more careful in the display of food In
stores, particularly the sanitary wrapping
of hread, han received a mevers mstbnck
in tha publle announcement of n ruling
by General Counsel Wondward, of the
Htate Department of Agriculture, ex-
tracts of which are printed by Food
Commissloner James Foust in the cur-
rent lssue of the official Food Bulletin
of the department.

Mr, Woodward rules that the law forces
any succensful prosecution to the peoint
where It must prove that the food Ia
handled In such an way that It Ia ren-
dered contuminated, not In smuch a way
that under certnin conditions It might
be rendered mo,

For months the Civie Club of Philadel-
phia, with the support of the New Cen-
tury Club, the Philomuslan Club, the
Home Economies Assoclation of Phila-
delphin and the Woman's Opganizotlon
af the Nationnl Retail Druggists, have
been trying to obtaln a ruling that would

force the wrapping of bread, belleving
that in many cases diecase s carrled
through the medium of exposed bread,
The first Intimation that the desired rul-
ing could not be obtalned came last
March, when Mr. Foust, while stating
that he was In thorough accord with it,
snld that as he understood the law it
did not mutherize any such stringent or-
der. He referred the matter to Mr,
Woodward for an oplnlon and was sus-
tained.

Mr, Foust, In the current bulletin, re-
views the correspondence in the matter
to show how Inadequate are the Inwn of
Pennsylvanlin on pure food legislation,
Concerning the Jurligdictlon of the com-
missioner ha quotes, in part, as follows
from Mr. Waoodwnarid's oplnlon:

"It must be conceded, T think, that na
Dalry and Food Commieaioner you have
no power to make laws, The Legislnture
of the State Ia the only Inw-miking
power under the constitutlon of the
State, The Legislature {8 not alone the
only law-making power, but It hns no
power to delogatsa the legislative nu-
thority vested in it by the constitution
Therefora the Leglelature has no power
to grant vou authority to make any law,
As an executive oMeer, You cannot, hy
a rule or rezulation extend the nw he.
vond Itas letter so ne to make it Ineludo
anything not covered by n proper con-
struction of the Inw. 1If »you cannot,
therefore, under the law, punish w per-
gon wha dellvers bread without the wrap-
ping of the same, when you have no rila
or regulation on sald subject, the making
of such a rule or rogulntion will not wid
you In securing the punishment of such
person,'”
